THE  REPORT  OF  THE  VISITORS  OF  THE 
DERBYSHIRE  COUNTY  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 


In  pursuance  of  the  reference  made  to  us  at  the  last  Sessions., 
we  have  examined  the  application  of  Dr.  Dickson  for  a  license  to 
he  granted  to  him  to  keep  Wyebrook  Villa,  Fairfield,  near  Buxton, 
as  a  Private  Asylum  for  10  (originally  for  14)  Male  Patients,  and 
have  laid  the  Plans  before  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy. 

The  Commissioners  suggested  various  enquiries,  which  we 
made  from  Dr.  Dickson,  and  we  beg  to  lay  before  the  Court  those 
enquiries  and  the  answers  to  them,  resulting  in  the  opinion  ex¬ 
pressed  by  Mr.  Wilkes’s  Report  of  the  22nd  December,  1858, 
that  he  does  not  “  at  present  see  how  more  than  eight  Patients 
can  be  properly  provided  for.” 

The  Committee  strongly  recommend,  in  accordance  with  the 
Report  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  that  a  separate  Airy 
Room  be  provided  for  the  accommodation  of  Mr.  Strickland,  and 
that  the  license  should  not  be  granted  to  Dr.  Dickson  for  more 
than  eight  Patients. 
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We  have  procured  Plans  for  making  additions  to  the  County 
Asylum  capable  of  accommodating  50  additional  Patients  and  an 
estimate  of  the  expense  of  these  additions ;  and  we  have  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  reporting  that,  owing  to  the  County  Asylum  having  been 
originally  built  with  a  view  to  the  then  anticipated  necessity  of 
enlargement,  the  estimate  of  the  expense  of  the  additional  accom¬ 
modation  is  under  £2,000. 

We  have  also  much  satisfaction  in  stating  that  the  prices  at 
which  tenders  have  been  made  for  the  supply  of  provisions  and 
stores  for  the  County  Asylum  for  the  current  half  year,  and  the 
large  number  of  Patients  now  in  the  Asylum,  enable  us  to  reduce 
the  charge  for  Patients  from  ten  shillings  to  nine  shillings  per 
week. 

We  have  great  pleasure  in  repeating  the  statement  we  have 
so  often  felt  it  our  duty  to  make,  that  the  condition  of  the  Patients 
and  the  management  of  the  Asylum  is  all  that  could  be  desired.

>ry  of  the  Admissions,  Discharges,  and  Deaths  occurring 
ag  the  year,  should  be  presented  before  you.  In  obedience 
.is  requirement,  the  Superintendent  Physician  submits  to  you 
port  for  the  year  1858,  being  the  seventh  Annual  Report  of 
Asylum. 


Since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum,  on  the  21st  of  August, 
,  nine  hundred  and  six  Patients  have  been  admitted.  Of 
)  Patients  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  were  sent  from 
dies  belonging  to  various  Counties  whose  Asylums  were  full, 
sixty-six  from  other  sources.  One  hundred  and  eighty-one 
sent  by  the  Borough  of  Derby,  and  the  remaining  four 
red  and  eighty-six  by  the  Parishes  for  whose  especial  benefit 
isylurn  was  provided.  Of  the  above  nine  hundred  and  six 
mts,  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  were  removed  from  treat- 
in  this  Hospital,  either  by  the  Asylum  of  their  respective 
ties  having  been  enlarged  to  receive  them,  by  their  being 

i.icated  to  various  out  Parishes,  or  from  other  causes.  Of  the 
ining  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  Patients,  three  hun- 
>and  eighteen,  or  upwards  of  forty-one  per  cent.,  have  been 
sarged  Cured.  Of  the  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  Patients 
from  the  Derby  Union,  thirty-one  were  adjudicated  to  other 
dies,  one  hundred  and  fifty  were  left  for  treatment,  and  of 
'l  twenty-nine  have  died,  fifty-six  still  remain  in  the  Asylum, 


-five,  or  forty- three  per  cent.,  have  been  discharged  Cured.

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These  numbers  embrace  all  classes  of  Patients — recent,  cbrc 
epileptic,  and  paralysed  ;  but  so  high  a  rate  of  cure  would 
have  been  realised  had  not  the  recent  Cases  been  comparati 
numerous.  From  the  Union  of  Bakewell  [embracing  107 
acres,  and  a  population  of  29,880],  fifty-one  Patients  only  ] 
been  sent  during  a  corresponding  period  of  time;  of  these  a  la  - 
proportion  were  chronic  or  epileptic,  and  the  Cures  were  lesse* 
in  a  corresponding  degree,  the  per  centage  of  Cures  being  as- 
lows  : —

Moreover,  it  must  alarm  the  dwellers  in  large  towns  to 
that  in  the  Derby  Union  [population  43,684]  one  person  annu 
in  about  1,700  of  the  population  becomes  Insane;  whereas  ir 
Bakewell  Union,  judging  from  the  admissions  into  the  Coi 
Asylum,  not  one  person  in  four  thousand  of  the  population  is 
afflicted  with  Mental  Derangement.  Large  towns  contribute 
the  development  of  Insanity,  but  not  to  such  a  degree  as  ia 
plied  in  the  above  Statistics.  Although  the  Legislatures 
beneficently  enacted  that  all  poor  persons  becoming  In 
should  be  removed  for  treatment  to  the  Lunatic  Hospital  ol 
County,  yet  the  Act  is  so  often  evaded,  that  the  Admissions; 
not  be  regarded  as  a  test  of  the  amount  of  Insanity  prevails 
the  respective  districts  from  which  the  Patients  are  sent.  Dr 
the  past  year,  no  recent  case  of  Insanity  has  been  received! 
the  Asylum  from  the  large  and  wealthy  Union  of  Bakewell ; 
one  person  lias  been  admitted,  and  that  a  poor,  frantic,  incui 
epileptic  Patient,  who  had  severely  cut  and  bruised  herself,' 
had  endeavoured  to  strangle  and  injure  others,  prior  to 
removal  from  the  Workhouse.  Such  Patients  require  the  pi 
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and  comfort  of  tlie  Asylum,  although  their  incurability  causes 
e  Institutions  to  need  continual  enlargement.  Chronic  cases 
mulate  with  the  age  of  the  Asylum.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
(  there  were  remaining  in  the  Asylum  one  hundred  and 
;y-four  Male,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  Female 
ents.  Of  these  not  more  than  fourteen  Males,  and  ten 
iales  were  deemed  curable.  During  the  past  year,  1858,  jmp0rtauee 
;y-six  Men,  and  forty-five  Women,  have  been  admitted  into  0f 
Institution ;  of  these  eighty-one  Patients,  twenty-four  only,  Early 
from  epilepsy  or  paralysis,  were  admitted  within  a  Month  of  Treatment 
first  accession  of  their  Malady.  Of  these  twenty-four  Patients, 

Idied  from  pulmonary  consumption — three  will  probably  prove 
Irable  ;  four  others  are  Improving,  and  sixteen  have  been 
liarged  Cured.  Thus  sixteen  of  twenty-four  Patients  (or  sixty 
i;ent.  of  recent  cases)  have  been  already  discharged  Cured,  while 
ie  more  of  the  above  number  present  every  probability  of  restora- 
In  the  first  Report  of  this  Asylum  (January,  1853),  thirty-one 
at  cases,  uncomplicated  with  old  age,  epilepsy,  or  paralysis, 

|  recorded  ;  and  of  these,  thirty  Patients  ultimately  recovered. 

1e  second  Report  (1854)  seventeen  such  cases  were  described, 
ill  of  them  recovered.  Thirteen  of  the  number  were  dis- 
;ed  Cured  within  two  months  from  the  period  of  their  admis- 
into  the  Asylum.  In  1855  eleven  cases  only  of  the  above 
iption  were  received,  and  of  these  ten  recovered.  The 
■ience  of  1856  and  1857  accords  with  former  years  ;  in  1857 
:y  such  recent  cases  were  reported — -one  of  these  died  from 
onary  consumption,  and  nineteen  were  discharged  Cured. 

Is  each  year’s  experience  testifies  to  the  importance  of  early 
ment,  and  demonstrates  that  the  crowded  condition  of 
urns  and  the  necessity  for  expensive  additions  to  such  Insti¬ 
ls  are  increased,  by  withholding  the  Patient  from  treatment

greater  proportion.  There  are  many  causes  in  operation 
produce  this  result;  unhealthy  localities — crowded  dwellings 
work-places  vitiated  by  hot  gaseous  products — long-contim 
employment  in  mindless  mechanical  work — too  little  exposure 
the  open  air,  and  the  invigorating  influence  of  sun-light — lassiti 
induced  by  the  ceaseless  repetition  of  some  individual  act  wh 
issues  in  no  complete  artistic  result,  and  therefore  in  no  mer 
gratification.  The  long-continued  sedentary  occupations  of  Won 
in  hot,  ill-ventilated  rooms,  impairing  their  own  health  and 
vigour  of  their  future  progeny — the  imbibition  of  too  much  fluic 
such  as  the  excessive  use  of  tea,  and  stimulants,  and  of  narcot 
such  as  tobacco  and  opium — an  insufficiency  of  animal  foot 
moral  delinquencies  of  a  sexual  solitary  character — the  marriage 
feeble  and  unhealthy  persons.  Moreover,  Intemperance  ruins 
thousands  ;  it  hands  down  its  influence  from  generation 
generation,  and  visits  “  the  sins  of  the  fathers  upon  the  childr 
by  entailing  upon  these  a  weak  supersensitive  nervous  sysfi 
susceptible  of  every  evil  influence — craving  through  its  v 
weakness  for  stimulants,  and  succumbing  early  to  disease. 


Whole  families,  whose  misery  is  an  inheritance — wh 
entire  career  is  a  painful  illustration  of  the  consequences 
violated  law,  fall  under  the  notice  of  the  Psychological-Physici 
and  that  not  only  amongTabouring  men,  but  in  other  classes  a 


There  is  too  much  hurry  in  all  the  pursuits  of  life.  I 
sad  to  see  men  hurrying  along  the  streets  of  our  great  Tov 
gibbering  as  they  go,  as  if  urged  by  an  angry  and  restless  fie 
Wealth  is  grasped  at  by  hazardous  speculation,  by  despe: 
adventure,  or  by  hurried  inordinate  labour,  rather  than 
“  patient  continuance  in  well-doing.”  Fame  is  clutched  by  e^ 
trick  and  contrivance — the  mere  gabble  of  the  World's  prais 
the  thing  coveted,  rather  than  the  power  to  do  good,  and  to  b 
mankind.  There  is,  moreover,  a  restless  vanity  among  k 
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abers  of  persons  which  causes  them  to  crave  with  the  very 
nsity  of  passion  for  a  “  higher  position” — for  greater  social 
indour  and  a  more  arrogant  display.  This  thirst  for  the 
ibble  reputation”  is  evidently  bringing  paralysis  and  other 
rous  ills  upon  many  of  the  middle  classes  of  society,  by  the 
its  it  involves — by  irregular  and  ill-chosen  meals,  by  late 
rs,  by  crowded  rooms,  by  a  vitiated  atmosphere  and  un- 
dy  sleep.  There  is  wanting  the  calm  confidence  that  every 
ill  labour  done  in  a  proper  way,  and  in  its  proper  time,  will 
mplish  its  purpose,  and  the  consciousness  that  to  do  good  is 
|)wn  reward.  It  has  been  too  much  forgotten  in  this  boasted 
jpteenth  Century,  that  health  and  physical  vigour  are  greater 
tsings  than  any  mere  social  distinction — that  health  and 
jigth,  no  less  than  intellectual  attainments,  are  desirable 
fisitions,  and  must  be  sought  and  sustained  by  obedience  to 
moral  and  physical  laws  of  life,  if  we  hope  to  be  exempt  from 
hature  degeneration,  morbid  sensitiveness,  and  mental  disease. 


These  may  be  hackneyed  statements,  but  the  great  and  con¬ 
suls  increase  in  the  number  of  Lunatics  authorises  their 
jtition.  This  increase  may  be  unknown  to  the  many,  but  it  is 
piised  and  felt  by  all  whose  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the 
act  of  Lunacy.  A  few  facts  will  illustrate  this  sad  augmenta-

inety  Lunatics  in  fourteen  years.  It  might  be  inferred  that 
acrease  was  caused  by  the  removal  of  Pauper  Lunatics  from 
khouses  to  Asylums  ;  but  the  Returns  of  the  Commissioners 
/unacy  show  that  in  1843  there  were  only  nine  thousand 
ip  hundred  and  thirty  Pauper  Lunatics  detained  in  Work-

these  Institutions,  or  with  their  friends.  In  almost  every  Coun 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  County  Asylum.  Buildin 
are  now  in  progress  which  will  supply  four  thousand  eig 
hundred  and  seventeen  beds,  “  yet,”  write  the  Commissione 
“  assuming  that  during  the  next  two  years,  the  progressive  : 
crease  in  the  number  of  Lunatics  to  be  equal  to  that  of  the  ye 
1857,  it  follows  that  on  the  first  of  January,  1860,  accommodatii 
for  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty  additional  Patiei 
will  be  required.” 


There  are,  as  stated  above,  many  causes  in  operation  to  p 
duce  these  results  ;  but  the  evil  is  aggravated  two-fold  by  t 
culpable  detention  of  the  Patient  at  his  home,  or  at  the  Wo: 
house,  for,  alas  !  the  parsimony  of  Parochial  Authorities,  and  t 
mistaken  affection  of  relatives,  too  frequently  combine  to  postpo 
the  removal  of  the  Patient,  until  he  has  sunk  into  a  condition 
which  the  resources  of  the  Hospital  are  of  no  avail,  although  fc: 
long  life  lie  may  need  the  protection  and  the  care  of  the  Asyli 
The  poor  man,  by  this  delay,  becomes  incurable,  and  at  the  sa 
time,  as  if  for  moral,  retributive  purposes,  he  becomes  a  U 
charge  to  his  Parish,  and  a  perpetual  sorrow  to  his  friends.

During  the  past  year  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  Patio 
were  in  feeble  health  at  the  period  of  their  admission.  Two  w 
so  exhausted  by  long-continued  organic  disease,  that  they  w 
never  able  to  quit  their  beds,  or  to  maintain  an  erect  posit: 
One  was  extensively  bruised  by  falls  from  his  bed  at  home, 
the  aid  of  warmth,  wine,  and  assiduous  care,  one  of  these  p 
Invalids  survived  until  the  fourteenth  day  after  admission ; 
other  sunk  on  the  fifth  day.  Three  Patients  were  admitted  v 
self-inflicted  wounds  in  the  neck  ;  the  wounds  healed  rapidly, 
the  suicidal  impulse  passed  away.  Two  epileptic  Females  v 
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fitted  in  a  state  of  pregnancy  ;  one  of  them  was  also  dropsical, 

;  suffering  from  organic  disease  of  the  heart.  Both  these 
men  were  delivered  safely  of  their  offspring  ;  and  one  of  them 
since  left  the  Asylum,  hut  the  dropsical  Patient  died  in  a 
night  after  the  birth  of  her  child  from  effusion  of  fluid  into 
chest,  the  result  of  her  cardiac  malady.  Six  Patients  required 
ae  fed  by  artificial  means  in  consequence  of  their  efforts  at 
destruction  by  voluntary  abstinence.  One  of  these  had 
)me  so  exhausted  prior  to  her  removal  from  home  that  she 
:  on  the  twelfth  day  after  admission.  With  the  other  five 
is  no  especial  difficulty  was  experienced  ;  they  were  fed  with 
convenient  instrument  invented  by  Dr.  Balmanna,  which 
its  of  ready  introduction,  (even  through  the  nostrils  if  neces-

aining  the  food.  A  mixture  of  milk,  brandy,  and  eggs  is  a 
l  nutriment  for  such  Invalids  ;  and  Morphia,  as  a  medical 
Lt,  is  very  beneficial.  One  Patient  was  admitted  with  a  frac- 
Id  arm  ;  but  the  fracture  was  not  observed  at  the  time.  When 
■Attendant  was  bathing  him  on  the  following  day  he  observed 
r  the  arm  was  much  swollen  and  bruised,  and  immediately 
ijjrted  the  circumstance.  When  the  Patient  was  seen  by  your 
Jsician  he  was  in  the  bath,  busily  employed  in  soaping  his 
tjr  and  legs  with  the  soap  held  in  the  hand  of  his  injured 
n  The  arm  was  discoloured,  and  greatly  swollen.  The  Patient 
ed  that  anything  was  the  matter,  and  proceeded  to  rub  him- 
even  more  briskly,  although  as  he  did  this  the  fractured 
imities  of  the  bone  could  be  felt  grating  one  against  the 
,  and  even  heard  by  an  attentive  listener.  The  fracture  had 
produced  by  a  fall  down  a  staircase  two  days  prior  to  ad- 
on,  but  the  Patient  dressed  and  undressed  himself  frequently 
3  a g  the  interval,  and  no  one  was  aware  of  the  injury.  Such 
titrations  of  blunted  sensibility  in  cases  of  Acute  Mania  are 
rjiVery  rare.  The  Inanition  which  some  Patients  undergo 
bag  the  acute  stages  is  very  great.  A.  F.,  a  married  Woman, 
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admitted  in  September  last,  in  a  frantic  condition,  was 
emaciated  that  she  weighed  only  seventy-four  pounds,  yet  as  li 
malady  subsided  she  increased  in  weight  so  rapidly  that  at  t 
end  of  thirteen  weeks  she  weighed  one  hundred  and  twenty-fo 
pounds ;  and  was  at  that  time  rational  and  well.  In  the  fir 
Report  of  the  Asylum  some  illustrations  of  the  connexion  betwe 
this  increase  of  weight  and  the  subsidence  of  the  mental  dise: 
were  given,  and  the  further  experience  of  seven  years  strength* 
the  conclusion  that  the  prognosis  is  unfavourable,  if  the  mere; 
of  the  one  and  the  subsidence  of  the  other  be  not  simultaneous.* 

Several  Suicidal  Cases  have  been  admitted  ;  some  w 
wounds,  and  others  who  had  attempted  drowning  and  hangii 
The  anxiety  which  such  Patients  cause,  the  ceaseless  vigila:

times  make  to  accomplish  their  purpose  are  shown  by 
following  incident  which  occurred  in  February  last : — 

J.  W.,  a  young  man  who  had  been  engaged  a  few  d: 
before,  as  an  Under-Attendant,  was  going  from  his  bed-room 
restore  a  razor  which  he  had  borrowed  from  his  fellow  Attend!.; 
when  a  feeble  melancholic  Patient  (W.  H.)  suddenly  snatched 
razor  from  his  hand,  rushed  up  the  gallery,  and  inflicted  a  d 
and  severe  wound  upon  his  own  throat.  The  Attendant  pursfi 
him  on  the  instant,  and  threw  his  arm  around  the  Patient’s  n 
to  prevent  mischief;  but  was  too  late  to  be  quite  effect! 
although  by  thus  intercepting  the  attempt,  he  saved  the  Patie: 
life.  The  Attendant’s  hand  was  cut  five  inches  in  extent,  and. 
neck  of  the  Patient  was  cut  from  behind  the  ear  to  the  from 
the  chin,  and  so  deep  as  to  expose  the  sheath  of  the  carotid  art) 
but  happily  did  not  penetrate  it ;  the  razor  indeed  swept  (j 
some  of  the  chief  vessels  of  the  neck — for  instance,  it  cut 
submental  gland,  but  missed  the  facial  artery.  The  Patient!

prevent  this  ;  indeed  the  written  documents,  which  are  impo 
tively  required  by  the  Lunacy  Act,  are  seldom  supplied  in  a  peri 
manner,  although  much  care  and  some  expense  have  been  bestov 
upon  these  “Forms”  of  Admission  and  Medical  Certificates, 
order  to  render  them  simple  and  easy  to  be  understood.  Examj 
have  been  given;  and  the  “  Forms”  are,  as  far  as  possible,  prir 
in  full,  and  near  to  the  blank  places  instructions  are  given  in 
ink,  and  yet  it  is  very  rare  to  receive  a  Medical  Certificate  ff  I 
up  in  an  accurate  and  legal  manner.  A  large  amount  of  ca  I 
spondence  has  been  thus  carelessly  thrown  upon  your  Physhl 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Asylum.  To  send  the  Patient  back  wo- 1 
be  cruel  to  him,  and  expensive  to  his  parish,  and  yet  by  recei  I 
him  into  the  Asylum  upon  such  imperfect  Certificates  your  1 1 
sician  incurs  great  legal  peril,  and  may  be  supposed  by  I 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy  to  be  ignorant  of  the  duties  of;  I 
office,  or  careless  in  the  discharge  of  them.  He  has  on  a  fori

No  Patient  has  effected  a  permanent  escape  during  I 
past  year.  Two  have  attempted  to  get  away  but  they  were  I 
sued  by  the  Attendants,  and  brought  back  to  the  Institri 
The  Patient  T.  G.,  whose  escape  was  referred  to  in  the* 
Report,  returned  voluntarily  to  the  Asylum,  or,  as  he  hi  I 
called  it,  to  “  Sweet  Home,”  in  the  night  of  the  28tli  of  Bi 
after  having  been  absent  three  months.  He  gave  to  It 
Physician  a  written  description  of  his  entire  route,  which  si  I 
that  he  had  travelled  northwards  to  Glasgow,  thence  bal 
London,  and  from  London  through  Oxford,  Cheltenham  11 
mingham,  and  Lichfield  to  Derby  again.  The  change  ll 
novelty,  the  walk  had  acted  favourably  upon  his  mind,  i  I 
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more  rational  than  he  had  been  for  many  years.  The  length 
lis  escape  had  freed  him  from  the  control  of  the  certificates 
u  which  he  was  admitted,  and  he  was  given  over  to  the 
rdianship  of  his  parish.  He  has  continued  well  ever  since, 
gains  a  livelihood  by  the  sale  of  oranges,  cross-bows,  children’s 
,  and  other  small  articles.  He  visits  the  Asylum  almost 
kly,  and  refers  to  his  long  residence  therein  with  gratitude 
respect. 

The  hygienic  condition  of  the  Asylum  continues  to  be 
ifactory,  and  as  a  consequence,  no  case  of  erysipelas,  of 
ntery,  or  fever  has  occurred.  The  deaths  have  been  caused 
fly  by  organic  diseases  of  the  brain,  as  the  following  table 
illustrate.

TU 
Superintendent  Physician  has  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  1' 
continues  to  be  cordially  aided  in  his  duties  by  Mr.  Langley,  tl 
Steward ;  as  also  by  the  Chief  Attendants.  The  entire  work 
the  Institution  has  been  carried  on  with  harmony  and  good-wil 
there  has  been  unity  of  purpose,  and  the  result  has  been 
accordance  therewith.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Rev.  Erskki 
Clarke,  of  St.  Michael’s,  Derby,  who,  notwithstanding  111 
numerous  philanthropic  labours  in  that  town,  has  favoured  til 
Patients  here  with  a  description  of  Nineveh,  and  its  discovel 
and  exploration  by  Layard.  The  Lecture  was  illustrated 
coloured  drawings,  and  being  characterized  by  the  genial  liumc  I 
and  fluent  address  of  the  Lecturer,  it  afforded  much  instruct!  I 
and  delight  to  the  hearers.  Mr.  Thomas  Hall  has  also  lectur  1 
upon  the  history  of  Steam  Engines,  and  illustrated  the  subject  l 
drawings  made  by  his  son,  and  by  a  working  model  belonging  ll 
the  Institution.  Mr.  Whyman,  a  Public  Lecturer,  accepted 
engagement,  and  gave  a  most  interesting  description  of  “Til 
Jewish  Tabernacle”  and  its  types.  The  Tabernacle  was  replj 
sented  by  a  very  accurate  model,  which,  with  a  large  panoraili 
map  of  “  The  Wilderness”  and  the  route  of  the  Israelites,  cili 
veyed  to  the  minds  of  the  Patients  a  more  distinct  idea  of  | 
extent  and  character  of  the  wanderings  of  this  extraordiirli 
people  than  any  mere  reading  could  afford  them.  The  Chapl  I  \ 
of  the  Asylum  (the  Rev.  G.  Fritche)  has  also  contributed  to 
success  of  the  Institution,  not  only  by  the  punctual  discharge! 
his  official  ministrations,  but  bv  occasional  readings  of  a  seci  I  j 
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.aracter,  and  by  furthering  any  plan  having  for  its  object  the 
ppiness  and  amusement  of  the  Patients.
